Program Is Set 
By Coffee FSA 


Answering the call for ‘Food for 
Defense,” an enlarged program for 
food production sponsored by the 
Farm Security Administration, the 
local FSA offices are buzzing with 
activity as plans for individual co- 
operation by each FSA family in 
this county are determined, 

W. L, MeArthur advises that 
this program in the Southeastern 
States calls for special undertak- 
ings to produce additional food re- 
quirements for ‘National Defense” 
as well as larger production for 
home use, 

“Hach FSA family in this coun- 
ty will add 50 chickens to his pres- 
ent flocks and in addition will 
take on one om more of three op- 
erations to produce marketable 
products needed in supplying Eng- 
land and her allies as provided 
for in the fund allocation for food 
in the Lease-Lend Appropriation,” 
said the project manager, 

Aided by supplemental loans, 
FSA families will undertake one 
or more of the following three 
enterprises: (1) One additional 
brood sow, to produce four hogs 
for the market; (2) two more milk 
cows for production of marketable 
dairy products; (3) fifty chickens 
for meat and for egg production. 
(These chickens are in addition to 
the 50 required for all families.) 

In addition to winning for the 
Southeastern States a large share 
of the Lend-Lease food expendi- 
tures the ‘ood for Defense” pro- 
gram of the FSA will have addi- 
tional aims as follows: 

1. Increase in normal incomes 
of small farm families through 
perpetuation of the broadened 
program, 

2, Development in this region, 
for better handling of larger pro- 
duction, of processing plants 
(creameries, storage, etc.). 

3, Wxtension and perfection of 
marketing facilities, one of the 
greatest needs of the small farmer, 
so that none will be too remote 
for this service. 

4, Better subsistence for the 
grower and the consumer, through 
an accelerated ‘‘live-at-home” plan 
for the Southeast, 

5. Improved land. 

6. First and last, a move tow- 
ard effective and profitable change 
in the agricultural economy of the 
region, its release from the one- 
crop system, 

“Judging from the contacts we 
have made with some of the fam- 
ilies this ‘Food for Defense’ pro- 
gram will go over the top in a 
big way,’’ concluded the project 
manager.

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“An institution cannot perform 
its function of providing society it 
ferves with soundly educated and 
Specially trained men and women 
unless these men and women will 
come to it for their education and 
their training,” warns Dr, Richard 
C. Foster, president of the Uni- 
versity of Alabama. “The flow of 
young people from the high schools 
to the colleges and universities of

“The promise of present and 
lucrative employment is sure to 
prove a disappointment in the end, 
for it can be but temporary, and 
for most it will provide little op- 
portunity for improvement and 
preparation for advancement in

“These young people should be 
urged to go from high school to 
college. At many of our colleges 
and universities they have the op- 
portunity to receive, in fact will 
be required to take, military train- 
ing second only to that given by 
the Federal Government's acade- 
mies and schools maintained for 
that purpose, 

“They will lose nothing in op- 
portunity to fit themselves for 
more effective military service, 
while, at the same time, they will 
receive the benefits of a full and 
undiminished program of academic 
training in whatever field they 
choose,”

Children of the Macedonia school, 
near Kinston in Coffee County, 
dug in a queer old hill near the 
banks of Dead River recentiy and 
in so doing uncovered a civiliza- 
ion which, like that of the great 
plantations, has “gone with the 
wind,.”” Gone with @ wind so dis- 
tuat that only a faint whispering 
of tradition, passed down through 
iour generations, is left to tell of 
the Indians who once lived there, 


lor Lhe hill was an Indian mound 
and in it the inquiring school boys 
and their teacher, Woodrow Pierce, 
fcund seven bowls, four toma- 
nawks, a large tlat polished stone, 
an odd piece of lead, broken bits 
of pottery and many human bones 
near the stage of final crumbling. 

This class of boys and girls are 
sludying Alabama history, so dely- 
ing in the mound and learning 
about the objects found there has 
been taken for the year’s project. 

Themes written by the students 
us part of this activity give the 
story, One of these, by Frances 
Miais, states; “A few days ago 
my teacher and the boys at school 
went to the Dead River for some 
fishing poles during the noon re- 
cess, When they came back they 
had some pieces of pots the In- 
dians had made and they had 
found an Indian mound, 

“We all wanted to go dig in it 
so one ‘Tuesday all went but three, 
AAS soon as we got there the boys 
and Prof, Pierce went to digging. 
They had to dig about five feet 
before finding’ anything, The first 
thing found was a big bowl with 
bones in it, It got broken by the 
digging but they found all the 
pieces, 

“A lot of bones were found and 
some Indian teeth, though the 
bones were so rotten you could 
hardly handle them,, 

“A tomahawk was dug up, It 
was of marble, carved out real 


good, and was mighty smooth,” 

Fay Marie Davis said; ‘While 
the boys were digging we girls 
went to hunt pieces of the old 
Clay pots the Indians used. We 
found some and some pieces of 
flint, We found a big flat piece 
that they may have used to grind 
meal on, <A big hole was dug 
in the top of the mound and 
pieces of bone and some teeth 
were found there.” 

Donzil Davis, telling of his ex- 
periences in excavation, said, “We 
found a pot. It had pretty de- 
Signs on it. It was real beauti- 
ful, A tomahawk was very 
smooth. I wonder how they ever 
carved it off that pretty. We 
found a piece of lead that we 
thought was silver and a piece of 
something just like chalk, It 
would write on the board, 

“We just had two scoops and 
couldn't get along very fast but 
we dug a hole so deep that we 
just could get out. There was a 
lot of charcoal in there and a hard 
Streak of clay just as red. We 
had a good time and want to go

The bowls of varying shapes and 
sizes are all of gray, baked clay 
with intricate carved designs, The 
tomahawks, two wedge and two 
hatchet shaped, were of gray flint 
or stone, polished to a satin 
smoothness. One was broken at 
the tip. The bones are nearing 
the stage of dust, 

Mr, Pierce stated that in study- 
ing this ancient burying place they 
found that a thick layer of clay, 
pounded hard, was spread on the 
ievel ground, The bodies of the 
dead, with their most cherished 
possessions beside them, were laid 
on the clay, They were covered 
with a thick layer of soil, a deep 
layer of sand and more soil until 
® mound about 40 feet in diameter 
and eight or 10 feet high was 
formed, It contained parts of 12 
skeletons, 

Located on the edge of a large 
flat clearing beyond the trees that 
rim the river, it stands near a 
plowed field. Large gum and oak 
trees are growing from its sides 
with eerie festoons of Spanish 
moss, Bits of pottery and arrow- 
heads have been found amid the 
violets and bloodroot blooms that 
overrun the area between the 
mound and the river, Nearby on 
the stream the beavers have built 
a dam, 

Not far away on the highway 
Frank Holley, one of the oldest 
residents of this section, operates 
a store. The land on which the 
mound stands has belonged to the 
Holleys since the earliest days of 
settlement, 

Mr, Holley has heard his father 
tell the stories that his father told 
him (Mr, Holley's grandfather) 
about the Indians. In their tell- 
ing, once again smoke rises from 
this campground in the bend of 
the river. The dance of the Green 
Corn takes days in celebration and 
the young Indian hunter apolo- 
gizes to the deer he has just shot, 
telling him he wouldn’t have kill- 
ed him but his family needed meat, 


This was the land of the Creeks 
in the days of the Big Warrior, 
of William Weatherford, Alexan- 
der McGilvary, of Chief Manowa, 
of Samuel Dale, called Tholocco 
by the Indians (big), of John Cof- 
fee, for whom the county was 
named, and of Andrew Jackson, 
who practically exterminated the 
tribe, who fought with clubs dyed 
red and so were called ‘Red 
Sticks.” 

Just below this section of Pea 
River was Holley's Ferry, only 
place the river could be crossed 
for miles, In the Weeks Ceme- 
tery, several miles away, is a 
grave in which a family of seven 
are buried, victims of the Indians, 
who had been set on the warpath 
by the Spaniards in Florida and 
the English at Pensacola, 

During the 20 years from the 
time of the battle of Horse Shoe 
Bend, which took place March 27, 
1814, when the power of the Creek 
nation was broken, until the last 
of the remaining bandits were re- 
moved to the West; Mr. Holley 
stated that the Indians were per- 
mitted to return and bury their 
dead in their ancestral mounds of 
which there are four strung along 
the river in this vicinity. 

So the history class of Mr. 
Pierce’s elementary school is 
learning. In that little gray bowl 
with the “real beautiful design” an 
Indian boy or girl was served a 
sunrise breakfast of deer’s meat 
boiled with corn meal and beans. 

The flat smooth stone may have 
been used as a place on which to 
beat the grain to meal or it may 
have been some squaw’s cookstove 
on which, after heating in a bed 
of coals, she baked her bread, 

The Indian boys learned in their 
schools how to split the flint for 
those sharp arrow heads with 
notched edges. They learned to 
fit them into the reed arrows and 
carry them in a skin bag over the 
ieft shoulder, much as a golfer 
carries his sticks. 

Those tomahawks of polished 
stone were the instruments of 
death and quite as effective when 
they struck as a bomb dropped 
from a modern plane. 


From its location in the center 
of the mound and the worn teeth, 
indicating age, the children have 
learned that the oldest man in the 
tribe was the chief, 

In uncovering the mound they 
have found a store of knowledge 
reaching back across the centuries, 
concerning the very land on which 
they live. They are learning the 
lore of their native forests, its 
streams and wildlife. 


They have thrilled to the ro- 
mance of the leap of Weatherford 
on his gray horse at the battle 
of Holy Ground, the bravery of 
Sam Dale in the canoe fight, the 
horrors of Fort, Mims, to victory 
at Horseshoe Bend. 

When asked their conclusions 
they stated, ‘We don’t think the 
Indians ought to have killed the 
white settlers but we think they 
had a right to keep their hunt- 
ing grounds,”

Far- 
mers are the producers of more 
than three-fourths of the total 
amount of game taken by hunt- 
ers, For that reason farmers are 
in a-particularly advantageous po- 
sition in the wildlife restortion 
movement, 

“Through the individual efforts 
of farmers on their own land, the 
restoration of wildlife can be given 
& tremendous and widespread im- 
petus,” Edwards says. 

At the edge of fields and wood- 
lands, wildlife borders can be es- 
tablished to replace these unprofit- 
able areas with habitats which 
will encourage the increase of de- 
sirable forms of wildlife. Lespe- 
deza sericea is the best plant to 
use in field borders, since it is 
sufficiently hardy to withstand the 
use of such areas as turn rows 
for farm machinery and animals, 

Stream banks small marsh areas, 
steep slopes and fence rows should 
contain shrubs not trees — for 
wildlife shelter, nesting sites and 
food, Crops rotated in strips pro- 
vide abundant food of a kind near 
woodland shelter, Woodland pro- 
tected against grazing helps wild- 
life, especially if a few den trees 
are left for squirrels and hole 
resting birds. 

These practices, which are first 
of all better farm conservation 
measures, are a part of practically 
every conservation farm plan pre- 
pared for farmers cooperating with 
the Wiregrass Soil Conservation 
District.

Present facilities have long been 
outmoded and inadequate, Maj.

Ballot In Peanut Referendum; 
Voting Places Named Each Beat

“Marketing quotas, if approved 
ky two-thirds of the farmers vot- 
ing, will be in effect for three 
years,” Mr, Crawley said. “For 
that reason, if no other, farmers 
should give serious consideration 
to the matter of marketing quo- 
tas and should express their opin- 
ion by voting in the referendum, 
The peanut referendum will be 
held in the same way as the cot- 
ton referendum is held each year 
to decide on cotton marketing 
quotas,” 

Mr. Crawley, a peanut grower 
himself, has followed closely the 
recent legislation establishing’ the 
marketing quota program for pea- 
nuts, He emphasizes that the pro- 
fram vitally affects every com- 
mercial producer of peanuts in 
Alabama, 

Crawley explained that gradual 
increases in peanut production, cul- 
minating in the large crop of 1940, 
had made the cost of the peanut 
diversion program so excessive 
that some means was necessary to 
adjust marketing of peanuts to the 
demand, The GFA Peanut Asso- 
ciation has been purchasing pea- 
nuts and diverting them from the 
edible trade into oil. 

Under the marketing quota a 
farmer may market all peanuts 
grown on his peanut acreage allot- 
ment without penalty. Any pea- 
nuts marketed in excess of his 
farm's marketing quota will be 
penalized 8c per pound, Crawley 
pointed out, however, in this con- 
nection that no penalty is paid if 
the farmer delivers his excess pea- 
nuts to an agency designated to 
divert them to oil. If the peanuts 
are delivered to oil mills the farm- 
er accepts the oil price for excess 
peanuts, which is lower than the 
market price for edible peanuts. 

Only those peanuts which are 
picked and threshed by mechanical 
means are subject to marketing 
quotas, Therefore, peanuts hogged- 
off or dug for hay do not come 
under quotas. It was pointed out 
that peanuts can be grown for oil 
on part or all of the cotton acre- 
age allotment, 


VOTING PLACES ARE NAMED 
IN COFFEE 


County Agent Hugh D. Sexton 
last Saturday mailed a letter to 
all peanut farmers in the county 
who are eligible to vote in the 
referendum Saturday, calling at- 
tention to the voting places in 
every precinct and giving other 
important information about the 
program, The letter stated: 

“According to records in this of- 
fice you are eligible to vote on 
Saturday, April 26, as to whether 
or not you favor Marketing Quo- 
tas on peanuts. You should not 
miss the opportunity of voting on 
this important question. 

“If two-thirds of the farmers 
who vote on Saturday, April 26, 
favor marketing quotas on pea- 
nuts they are guaranteed the price 
of at least 50 per cent of parity 
for all peanuts produced on their 
allotted acres for the years 1941, 
1942 and 1943. THERE IS NO 
PRICE GUARANTEE IF MAR- 
KETING QUOTAS ARE VOTED 
DOWN. 

“Just remember that the 1940 
neanut crop put an end to our 
Peanut Price Pegging Program 
and that this program can be had 
hy voting in favor of marketing 
quotas on peanuts on Saturday, 
April 26. 

“Voting places have been des- 
ignated in every beat in the coun- 
ty. You are instructed to report 
between 8:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. 
on Saturday, April 26, to the 
place which has been designated 
for the beat in which you farmed 
and harvested peanuts in 1940.
